from *the pits

Bloomfield to points in Dunklin and 
Pemiscot 
counties. 
About 
150,000 
tons of gravel are needed to complete 
•the (projects «now under way in these 
two counties and contracts in 
Dunk­ 
lin county calling 
for about 50,000 
t ms of gravel are to be let in the 
near future. 
At preterit the gravel ppits 
producing about 20 cars of gravel 
day, which are handled by the reg­ 
ular local freight trains. 
The equip­ 
ment at the pits wiill load from 
30 
to 35 cars 
a 
day 
if the cars are 
handled promptly and it is believed 
that a special train will handle 
the 
maximum 
output, providing the un­ 
loading 
process 
cause« no 
delay. 
Newton says the different contrac­ 
tors are preparing to unload the cars 
•promptly having large dippers for 
this work. 
The favorable 
weather 
is permitting the road contractors to 
make great headway throughout the 
district, he 
said, 
and 
by the time 
summer reaches us many of the pro­ 
jects will have been completed. 
Newton said he finally advised the 
highway 
department 
at 
Jefferson 
CKty that it will be about as cheap 
to construct a 9-foot concrete road 
with a 7-foot 
shoulder through 
a 
gumbo bog north of Delta as to put 
down a 9-inch rock bed covered with 
nine Inches of 
gravel. 
To merely 
cover the gumbo with gravel would 
not hold, he said, and to first lay the 
larg tr rock and then cover it 
with 
gravel would run into big 
money. 
The narrow 
concrete 
road 
would 
handle the heavy traffic and the 9- 
inch gravel shoulder would suffice to 
make a 
permanent 
highway 
that 
would «serve the purpose fully. 
Running north from Delta 
there 
is a stretch of 
three or four miles 
that blocks the n^ad every 
time it 
rains. 
Of this stretch there is about 
a mile and a half of gumbo. 
5t 
is 
this gumbo that is' causing -the wor­ 
ry. 
Newton believes there will 
be 
sufficient money available for route 
No. 25 this year to improve the Delta 
s e c tio n and also a short stretch near 
the Bollinger county line. 
There is a section of about a 
mile 
and a half in Gape County separat­ 
ing 
the 
splendid 
highway leading 
from Jackson to Lutesvine that in­ 
terferes with traffic in bad weather. 
When this «short ■rtretch is finished 
this important highway 
will be 
in 
first-class condition at all times. 
Tihe Delta stretch and this 
short 
stretch are t . be cared for as soon 
as tihe 
plans 
can be perfected and 
the contracts let, Mr. Newton says. 
The stretch leading south 
from 
Delta toward Advance, 
which 
also 
includes a mile or so of gumbo, will 
not be improved this year because of 
a lack 
of funds, Newton 
declared. 
He hopes there will be much 
more 
money available for state 
highway 
work next year than this year, 
and 
if so the network of roads in South- 
«east Missouri can all 'be 
connected 
Up.—Cape Missourian.

DON’T RUSH COTTON 
PLANTING-PLAY SAFE 


Those who plant cotton in South­ 
east Missouri before May 1, are tak­ 
ing clfhnces on losing their seed. The 
better and purer the 
seed planted 
the greater 
the 
possible 
loss. 
If 
those farmers who have pure 
high 
bred seed of the best early varieties 
should plant them too early and fail 
to secure a good stand for any rea­ 
son, it would be utterly impossible to 
replace them. 
Planting would then 
have to be with seed from inferior 
varieties or with very badly mixed 
seed of better varieties. 
In any case 
the resulting loss to the cotton farm ­ 
ers of Southeast 
Missouri in 
total 
yield, earliness of maturity and qual­ 
ity of product would (be incalculable. 
A little sober thinking and careful 
figuring on this time of planting may 
mean the difference between 
simply 
growing some eutton and making 
a 
very profitable crop this year. 
The 
«best thing to do is to Play Safe, par­ 
ticularly if you have some pure high 
bred seed. 
Everyone who knows cotton knows 
that young cotton plants are tender 
and cannot stand much ©old or bad 
weather. 
The weather records show 
that the average date of last frost in 
Southeast Missouri is April 20. Last 
year there was a frost about May 10, 
which many farmers 
remember all 
too little. Then too, cotton does 
its 
best 
when 
the 
soil is thoroughly 
warm before 
plantnig so that 
the 
seed will sprout quickly and evenly 
and the 
plants 
grow 
off steadily. 
Wh en cotton is owe stunted or check­ 
ed in its grow.th it does not usually 
recover completely. 
Therefore with 
these facts in mind, it is only reason­ 
able to conclude that those who plant 
before May 1 are taking big chances 
of losing and the better the seed the 
bigger the risk. 
Therefore, the Missouri College of 
Agriculture 
wishes to present these 
facts to the farmers 
of «Southeast 
Missouri so that they will not 
al­ 
low a few pretty days to make them 
forget the facts. 
Some 
are 
being 
tempted tx> plant too early. 
Remem- 
ber that a seven year test nearly 300 
miles south 
of Southeast 
Missouri, 
proved that April 18 was the plant­ 
ing date which made the most cot­ 
ton there. Three hundred miles north 
makes a big difference in planting of 
course. 
Then remember that 
your 
pure high bred seed are much 
more 
valuable than a weeks earlier plant­ 
ing which involves such great dan­ 
ger of their loss. 
■So don’t gamble. 
Play safe. Plant 
your pure high bred cotton seed on a 
clean, well 
prepared 
seed bed the 
first good open spell of weather after 
May 1.

SUMMER SCHOOL AT 
MISSOURI UNIVERSITY 


Columbia, Mo., April 19.—What is 
said to be an unprecedented 
depart­ 
ure in state-wide educational facili­ 
ties was announced today here in a 
bulletin published by the State Uni­ 
versity on a movement now 
under 
way to offer 
university 
courses in 
virtually every city and town in Mis­ 
souri where there are possibilities of 
competent instruction. 
The plan is for the benefit of high 
school teachers primarily according 
to the bulletin, this novel policy be­ 
ing so arranged that the teachers can 
take university work in various sec­ 
tions of Missouri and receive credit 
equal to that for work done in resi­ 
dence here at Colombia. 
The work, 
in other words, will apply toward 
a 
degree from the State University and 
toward the requirements for teachers 
in public schools in this state. 
The reason, the bulletin states, for 
this policy 
of 
greater 
educational 
service is a recent change by 
the 
State Department of Education 
in 
requirements for high school tecah- 
ers. The standard has been raised in 
every class of high schools in 
the 
state, and it is felt by 
officials here 
that “a greatly increased number of 
teachers will desire to secure univer­ 
sity credit through extension cours­ 
es in the immediate future. 
The teachers under this plan will 
be chosen and paid by the univers­ 
ity. 
They will be selected on a basis 
similar 
to 
that on which 
regular 
members of 
the faculty 
here 
are 
chosen. 
They must be passed by the 
dean of the school 
or 
college 
in 
which courses are given, the chair­ 
man of the department under which 
coursse come, and the director of uni­ 
versity extension. 
They are, it 
is 
explained, as much a part of the fac­ 
ulty as any other member. 
The plan covers the manner 
in 
which courses in the university tak­ 
en out over the state will be hand­ 
led. 
The working scheme is th^t the 
classes in the various places to 
be 
chosen will be conducted exactly as 
classes are held 
in the 
university, 
and that they must meet as frequent­ 
ly as though they were being held 
here. 
It is provided 
that 
in “the 
case of students 
who 
have 
never 
l>een regularly enrolled at the univer­ 
sity, the credit will be held in abey­ 
ance until such time as the student 
has completed in residence at 
the 
University an equal number of hours' 
work. 
In other words, 
teacher who need 
university work for their high school 
teaching requirement can take cours­ 
es under this new state-wide 
plan 
and then get the credit 
by 
taking 
work up to an equal ifmount in res­ 
idence here. 
On the other hand, 
if 
they have already been in the uni­ 
versity, they can get 
credit in the 
extension courses 
up to the amount 
carried in residence in the university. 
For example, a student can get 
30 
hours credit in extension if he 
has 
had 30 hours work in the universiy. 
Or, if a student takes 30 hours cred­ 
it in extension, he must attend the 
university to get it, getting, altogeth­ 
er, 60 hours in this explanatory ease 
It is hoped to start this new' state­ 
wide sysem in the fall. 
The bulletin 
announces courses in virtually every 
division in the university.

High-priced land suitable for grain 
production in the Corn Belt area can 
hardly be profitably kept for pasture 
for the production of -beef for the 
m arket. 
However, says the 
United 
State® D epartm ent 
of 
A griculture, 
there are m any farm s having rough 
land that can best be utilized as 
a 
perm anent pasture, and gains made 
by cattle on pastures are usually the 
m ost economical. 
W here pasture is available 
there 
are three practical methods of fatten ­ 
ing cattle 
on grass, 
namely, grass 
alone, grass and additional feed thi u- 
out the entire feeding period, 
and 
grass with additional feed the 
last 
few months of the feeding period. The 
grass season ¡is usually from May to 
November, inclusive, which is 
ap­ 
proxim ately 210 days. 
Two acres of 
good pasture are usually allowed per 
animal. 
A fter Septem ber the aver­ 
age pasture begins to decrease 
in 
value very rapidly, and cattle should 
be m arketed at this tim e or given ad­ 
ditional feed. 
Prevailing prices of corn and con­ 
centrates, th e type of pasture, 
and 
the quality of cattle should largely 
determ ine the supplem ent to pasture,

corn alone, corn
